President Harding and his entire ca ­ 
binet were drawn into

Teapot 
Dome scandal today when Senator 
Walsh, Montana, read to the* -enate 
two letters which disclosed: 
That President Il'artling had com­ 
plete knowledge of the plans of Sec­ 
retary of the Interior Fall to lease 
naval oil reserve» to private oil 
in­ 
terest- and that this policy had his 
full endorsement and approval. 
That tin* whole m atter was repeat­ 
edly <liseusse«l at meetings of 
the 
Harding cabinet. 
W alsh’s dramatic disclosure 
was 
made soon after the senate met 
at 
noon today. Walsh began by charging 
that Fall was not alone responsible 
for tlie leasing of the oil 
reserves 
which has -ince developed into 
the 
greatest scandal since the BalLinger- 
Pinchot controversy. 
Walsh then read in support of hi* 
charges, a letter Fall wrote President 
Harding in which Fall said the whole 
policy was discussed by the Harding 
cabinet. 
! 
A letter from Mr. Harding 
tra n s­ 
mitting to the senate, Fall’s 
letter 
and other data regarding the Teapot 
Dome and oilier leases, diselos«*d hat 
Mr. Harding, included in responsibil­ 
ity for the leasing policy, not 
only 
Fall and Secretary of the Xavv Den- 
by, but himself, for he said the whole 
question of policy involved had been 
submitted to him in advance. 
Meanwhile this was being reveal­ 
ed in the senate, tin* house naval

Walsh i*i the senate asked unan - 
mous consent that his resolution to 
cause cancellation of Mammoth Oil 
Company’s leases of Teapo* Dome, 
be considered. 
Before consent was granted, Semi- 
tor Lcnroot, Wisconsin, chairman of 
the senate pbulic lands committee, 
sai«l he wanted to reply to a state­ 
ment given out by Senator Walsh The 
latter in making public the text of his 
resolution today stated he did so be­ 
cause it, was apparent that President 
Coolidge’s announcement Saturday 
night that he had decided to employ 
special Counsel to prosecute annul­ 
ments and possible criminal actions, 
had been inspired by the effort 
to 
present the Walsh resolution in

W hat is The Apostles’ Creed? 
It is not a statement of what you 
o r I believe as individuals

statement o f what Christians in gen­ 
eral believe ju st as our public p ray ­ 
ers and hymns do not express 
the 
individual beliefs but the 
common 
faith of Christians. 
It is a compendium of religious 
truth. The controversies of the early 
church are brought together 
and 
stated in this summary form, whieh 
calls for a belief in God, in 
Jesus 
C h r is t , in the Holy Ghost, in 
his 
church, universal ^md in the Resur­ 
rection. 
It is a*sufli«*ient test of orthodoxy 
among believers and forms a basis 
of union among the various branch­ 
es o f the Christian Church through­ 
out the worfil. 
By means of it the Church of to­ 
day is joined to the believers of past 
ages. It is tlie tie that binds the be­ 
lievers of all centuries in common re­ 
ligious ideas. By means of it 
the 
Christian church of all ages express­ 
es a common conviction. 
There is a close relation between 
belief and the conduct of life. 
We 
emphasize the importanc of belief in 
the Bible, the Sabbath 
and 
many 
other things but more important 
is 
belief in God and these other things 
will take care of themselves. 
“I believe in God, the F ather 
Al­ 
mighty, Maker of Heaven and E arth ” 
These words have a far deeper mean­ 
ing than Herbert Spencer’s 
phrase, 
“An Infinite and Eternal Energy from 
which all things proceed.” 
You must not leave your thinking 
to some other person. The Creeil be­ 
gins with “ I” and not “ We”. It is 
personal. 
The next important word is “ Be­ 
lieve”. A man without a creed does 
not know’ where he is going and like 
the groeeryman who does not believe 
that sixteen ounces make a 
pound, 
soon comes to sorry plight. “As 
a 
man thinketh in his heart so is lie.” 
You may know some th ’ngs but not 
know 
helmvo in tfipr". A m m n r 
that “honesty is the ’ e t 
ol 
” ’ 
not believe it unless he is honest. , 
A religious belief, void of the great 
fundamentals 
expressed 
in 
this 
Creed, is empty, useless, so fa r as 
the Christian faith is concerned. * * * 
This Creetl calls for a belief 
in 
God as our Father. As the Greek 
poets said when Paul quotes Aratus 
“We are also his 
offspring,” 
The 
Norsemen bowmd before “The F a th ­ 
er of all.” * * * 
He is Almighty. 
To him the great(**t reverence be­ 
longs. That was 
the 
meaning 
of 
events at Sinai. “The people trem ­ 
bled and stood afar off.” 
Angels and archangels are repre­ 
sented as bowing their heads 
and 
try in g “ Holy, holy, liolv, Lord God 
Almighty.” * * * ’ 
This Creed teaches that 
he is 
“Maker of Heaven and E a rth ” 
This is in keeping with the very 
first teaching of the Scriptures.

giving an account of the origin

things it says: “In the beginning God 
created the heavens a nd the earth.” 
What majesty there is in that the­ 
ory of the universe when contrasted

farmers. The red seeds art* practical­ 
ly danger flags waved to warn 
the 
farmer that there is somrthing wrong 
with his land, and the penalty 
for 
neglecting the warning may he heavy. 
But what warning does the sorrel 
give'? In nine times out of ten, 
the 
presence of the sorral means that tlie 
land is sour and needs to he sweet­ 
ened. Occasionally, however, red sor­ 
rel may be found on sweet land, and 
its presence then shows the need of 
drainage, organic m atter or fertiliz­ 
er, particularly acid phosphate. 
What are you going to do about it ? 
Suppose your land is well drained but 
sorrel-infested. Better take a sample 
o f the soil to the county agent 
or 
send it to Purdue and request a test 
for lime requirement. If the test re­ 
veals that the land is sour, sweeten 
it with uliout two tons 
of 
ground

Pat the lime 
on whenever convenient—winter lim­ 
ing is all right and means time saved 
during the busy season. Lime is of 
most value when used with 
acid 
phpsphate— about 250 pounds 
}>er 
acre or 10 percent a-id 
phosphate 
applied with a wheat drill or broad­ 
casted on plowed ground will do the 
trick. The lime will put the land in 
shape for clover (or alfalfa) and the 
clover can be plowed under to sup­ 
ply organic matter. 
If the t6st shows that the 
land 
does not need lime, then it 
needs 
either organic m atter or acid phos­ 
phate or both. The organic m atter 
will he supplied by plowing a green 
crop under or hv the addition 
of 
about ten tons of barnyard manure 
per acre. I have seen patches of sor­ 
rel destroyed by smothering with a 
heavy coat of manure. Many tan n ­ 
ers attempt to eradicate red sorrel 
by burning dry salting, spraying etc, 
hut such methods merely give tem­ 


porary relief.

The Apostles' Creed is not an in- 
spired writing in the sense that the 
Scriptures are inspired. 


The name may be somewhat

leading. In its present form, it can 
not be traced back farther than the 
year 450: 


A shorter, Baptismal form 
may ' 


have existed prior to this which was 
intended to embody the Great'Com- 
mission as delivered by our Lord. 


What is The Apostles' Creed? 
It is not a statement of what you 


or I -believe as individuals 
but a 


statement of what Christians in gen- 
eral believe just as our public pray- 
ers and hymns do not express the 
individual beliefs but the 
common 


faith of Christians. 


It is a compendium of religions 


truth. The controversies of the early 
church are brought together 
and 


stated in this summary form, which 
calls for a belief in God, in Jesus 
^Christ, in the Holy Ghost, in 
his 


church, universal ^ind in the Resur- 
rection.

"-•• It is a*9nfiieient'test of orthodoxy 
among believers and forms a basis 
of union among the various branch- 
es of the Christian Church through-' 
out the world. 


By means of it the Church of to- 


day is joined to the believers of past 
ages. It is the tie that binds the be- 
lievers of all centuries in common re- 
ligious ideas. By means of it 
the 


Christian church of all ages express-, 
es a common conviction. 
' 


There is a close relation between 


befief and the conduct of life. We 
emphasize the importanc of belief in 
the Bible, the 'Sabbath and 
many 


other things but more important is 
belief in God and these other things 
will take care of themselves. 


"I believe in God, the Father Al- 


mighty, Maker of Heaven and Earth" 
These words have a far deeper mean- 
ing than Herbert Spencer's phrase, 
"An Infinite and Eternal Energy from 
which all things proceed." 


Yon must not leave your thinking 


to some other person. The Creed bf- 
gins with "I" and not "We". It is 
personal.

He is Almighty.

HOW TO DESTROY 
SORREL 


of 


By ALBERT A. HANSEN 


(Purdue University Department 


" Agricultural Extension) 


" Red sorrel, like Canada 
thistle, 


grows from both seeds and creeping 
ing roots, but unlike Canada thistle 
the -sorrel is a distinct warning to 
farmers. The red seeds arc practical- 
ly danger flags Waved to warn 
the 


fanner that there is something wrong 
with.his land, and the penalty 
for 


neglecting the warning may be heavy. 


But what warning does the sorrel 


givet In .nine times but of ten, the 
presence'of the sorrel means that the' 
land is sour and needs to be sweet- 
ened. Occasionally, however, red sor- 
rel may be found on sweet land, and 
its presence then shows the need of 
drainage, organic matter or fertiliz- 
er, particularly acid phosphate. 


What are you going to do about it? 


Suppose'your land is well drained but 
sorrel-infested. Better take a sample 
of the soil to the county agent or 
send it to Pnrdrie and request a test 
for lime requirement. If the test re- 
veals that the land is sour, sweeten 
it with about two tons of ground

If the test shows that th,e 
land 


does not need lime, then it needs 
either organic- matter or aejd phos- 
phate or both. Thp organic matter 
will be supplied by plowing a green 
crop under or by the addition 
of 


about ten tons of barnyard manure 
per acre. I have seen patches of sor- 
rel destroyed by smothering with a 
heavy coat of manure. Many farm- 
ers attempt to eradicate red sorrel 
by burning dry pitting, spraying etc, 
but such methods; merely give tem- 
porary relief.

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Teapot Dome Scandal, Throbbing Drama 


Of Politics, High Finance and Intrigue

Washington, Jan. 28—The Teapot 


Dome scandal, which for a long time 
was "just another senate investiga- 
tion" to most people, has become 
almost overnight a throbbing drama 
of politics, high finances and intri- 
gue. 


In any drama, the interest centers 


largely in the characters who move 
through the situations. 


Here, briefly sketched, are "some 


of the principal actors in Teapot 
D"omc: 


Albert B. Fall,'of Three Rivers, 


ifew Mexico, forme* United States 
senator, former secretary of- the in- 
terior. Fall is a long, guant, "hard 
looking'" plainsman of 63, with a 
cold 
eye, a stringy "Chuck-walla 


Bill' moustache that droops its neu- 
tral colored strands nearly to his 
coat lapels. 
Miner, cattleman, law- 


yer, lumber man, farmer, stock rais- 
er, politician. Fall has turned his 
hand to many things, ending with 
the cabinet position tendered him by 
the late President Harding, whose 
secretary of the interior he became 
March 5, 1921. 


Fall, is a man of irascible temper 


when crossed, but "good spoilt" a- 
mong his friends with a wealth of ex- 
periences gathered in the southwest. 


His lanky figure, topped by a 


broad-brimmed soft hat with a half 
chewed cigar stuck at an aggressive 
angle from a corner of his mouth 
was long familiar ,about the oapitol. 
He talks in an aggressive, assertive: 
manner and when around is a hard 
man to deal with. 


Fall is the man who leased..Teapot 


Dome to Harry F. Sinclair and the 
California naval reserves.to E. L. 
Doheny. 


Harry F. Sinclair, 48, millionaire 


oilman and sportsman, owner of the 
champion race horse Zev. Sinclair 
is a native of West Virginia and 
started out in life to bj a druggist. 
While in the drug business in In- 
dependence, Kans., he got into oil. 
Oil made him a millionaire. That 
permitted him to gratify his love of 
fine horses, so that his stable was* 
the biggest single money winner on 
the American jurf the past two 
seasons, 


Like Fall, Sinclair can be "hard 


•boiled" on occasions and for one 
reason and another is not exceeding- 
ly popular among some members of 
the sporting world ill which his name 
is so well known. 


Sinclair has been one of the coun- 


try's most successful operators in 
oil. 
He leased the Teapot Dome 


naval oil reserve from Fall in April 
1922. 


Edward L. Doheny, of Los Ange- 


les, spent 20 years prospecting for 
gold and silver and then turned pros- 
ector for "liquid gold"—California 
oil. 
Doheny is 68 years of age. He 


was born in Wisconsin, but the great 
far west called him and as a young 
man, 
he. did everything out there— 


drove a dump cart, 
prospected, 


worked in mining camps and finally 
;ot rich in oil. 


He's a fatherly-looking old man 


now, from whom most outward trace 
of the hard-hitting old days are gone 
though his wealth is evidence he 
didn't forget the lessons he learnec 
out under the stars. Doheny leasec 
California naval oil reserves One ant 
Two from Fall. 


Thomas J. Walsh, senator from 


Montana, is the nemisis of corruption 
in the Teapot Dome case, if corrup- 
nered, somewhat shy, but extremelx 
tion is there. Walsh is a mild-man 
nered somewhat shy, but extremelj 
tennaeious and "nnbluffable" wes 
terner of 65, with an eye as cold as 
Fall's and what, before he trimmer 
it, was as handsome a "soup strain 
er" moustache as Fall ever boasted 
He has ia quality of grimness to 
match Fall's bluster. 


Walsh's mind is essentially judical 


with the added keenness of a goo( 
investigator. He seldom raises his 
voice, but he is 
mighty hard
